Today's neeting will begin with a
presentation on the background of the proposed
rule and a description of the IIP process in the
proposed rule. W will then open the neeting for
public comment, questions, and discussion. During
public comment we wll first call on speakers who
have pre- registered and then on those who have
requested to speak through the chat panel. Next
we Wil entertain questions submtted via the QRA
panel. Finally, to accommodate those who have
j oi ned by phone only I wll un-nmute all phone
lines. At that tine please consider nuting your
own phone and only un-nuting when you wi sh to
speak. Any tine that you speak pl ease begin by
stating your nane and organi zation so that an

accurate transcript of this neeting may be
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pr epar ed.

It is now ny pleasure to introduce
Meghan Conklin, Deputy Assistant Secretary of the
Nati onal Electricity Delivery D vision of the
Ofice of Electricity Delivery and Energy
Reliability.

M5. CONKLI N Thank you very nuch, Josh.

(Webi nar paused whil e technical
difficulties were resol ved.)

M5. CONKLI N Ckay, thank you.
Apol ogies for the technical difficulties. Again,
this is Meghan Conklin with the Ofice of
Electricity Delivery and Energy Reliability here
at the Departnent of Energy. Thank you everyone
for joining us. Before | start ny brief
I ntroductory remarks | would rem nd all of you on
the call that the purposes of today's call are to
recei ve public comments fromthe general public on
t he Proposed Rul e.

|"m going to offer sone brief background
on what the IIPis. The Integrated |nteragency
Pre- Application Process, or as we call it, the
1P, is nmeant to provide a roadnmap to encourage
early coordinati on between project proponents and

Federal permtting agencies for proposed
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transm ssion facilities. The proposed IIP

regul ations provide a framework for DOE to
facilitate early cooperati on and exchange of
environnental information required to cite
qualified electric transm ssion facilities. These
activities would occur prior to a project
proponent or applicant filing a request for

aut hori zation with Federal permtting agencies.
The Il P process is designed to one, encourage and
| nprove interagency and intergovernnent al

coordi nati on, second, encourage early engagenent
wi th stakehol ders by project proponents, not by
Federal agencies, and to hel p project proponents
devel op and submt accurate and conplete

I nformation early in the planning process.

The proposed regul ations al so provide an
opportunity for non-Federal agencies, tribal,
state, or local governnents to coordi nate separate
non- Federal permtting and environnental reviews
wth the Federal permtting agencies. And again
the Il P process is voluntary.

The Il P process is part of an overall
(bama admi nistration priority to nmake transm ssion
permtting issues nore efficient. The IIP process

I's an outcone of a series of interagency
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negoti ations, revisions, and discussions. On June
7, 2013 a Presidential Menorandum entitled
"Transform ng Qur Nation's Electric Gid Through
| nproved Citing, Permtting, and Review' was
publ i shed to address several transm ssion
permtting i ssues. For exanple, the 2013
Presidential Menorandum directed Federal agencies
to create an Il P across the Federal governnent to
hel p identify and address issues before fornal
permt application processes begin and to
stream ine the coordination of permtting across
Federal, state, and tribal governnents.

| "' m next going to be turning it over to
Julie Smth, also wth the Ofice of Electricity
Delivery and Energy Reliability.

M5. SMTH:. (Good afternoon, everyone.
|'' m going to speak about the background of the IIP
authority, which many of you are very famliar
with and have al so been involved in yoursel ves.
Section 1221 of the Energy Policy Act of 2005
created Section 216(h) of the Federal Power Act
which required DOE to act as a | ead Federal agency
for the purposes of coordinating all applicable
Federal authorizations and rel ated environnent al

reviews of electronic transm ssion projects
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requiring nmultiple Federal authorizations.

This Section, Section 216(h), provides
for the coordination of Federal transm ssions
seeking site determ nation for project proponents
that are | ooking for permts, special use
aut hori zations, certifications, opinions, and/or
ot her approvals required under Federal law to site
an electric transmssion facility. 216(h)(3)
specifically requires DCE to coordi nate Federal
aut hori zation and review processes to the extent
practicable with any tribes, nultistate entities
and state agencies that have their own separate
permtting and environnental reviews. And
216(h)(4)(C) further requires DOE to establish an
expedi ti ous pre-application nechanism It is
I nportant to note that while 216(h) of the Federal
Power Act, and many of you have heard us say this
before in fornmer presentations, while it gave us
the authority and the responsibilities for these
coordination activities, the rule was witten in
such a way that DCE was not provided enforcenent
authority. So as you wll see and as you can see
In the proposed rule the rule is typically
strongly encouraging participation by agencies in

the Il P without DOE being able to make peopl e cone
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to the table, if you will.

Next slide. Quickly on the background,
again many of you are famliar. The IIP canme out
of a process, an outcone of interagency
negoti ations, revisions, discussions. As you can
see 216(h) of the Federal Power Act canme about in
2005, so there have been several discussions over
the past years, and particularly in the last three
or four years in trying to pin down a
pre-application process. Follow ng 2005, in 2009
DOE and ei ght other Federal agencies entered into
a Menorandum of Under standi ng that descri bed each
of the agency's responsibilities in executing
Section 216(h) of the FPA, particularly when it
cane to proposed crossings of transm ssion |ines
of Federal lands or |ands adm ni stered and managed
by Federal agencies. The MJU gives DCE the
authority to designate a | ead Federal agency
responsi bl e for conpl eti ng necessary envi ronnent al
reviews for a transm ssion project, particularly
t hose that involve Federal | ands.

On March 22, 2012 the President issued
t he Executive Order 13604, inproving performance
of Federal permtting and review of infrastructure

projects that directed all Federal agencies to
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execute Federal permtting and revi ew processes

wi th maxi mum efficiencies and effectiveness.
Fol | ow ng up, on June 7, 2013 a Presidenti al
Menmorandumtitled "Transform ng Qur Nation's
Electric Gid Through Inproved Siting, Permtting,
and Revi ew' was issued to address several

transm ssion permtting issues. Section 4A of the
PM di rects nenber agencies of the steering
commttee, created in EO 13604, to devel op an

I ntegrated i nteragency pre-application process for
significant onshore electric transm ssion projects
requiring Federal approval. WMany of those
agencies on that steering commttee are also the
agencies that are a party to the N ne Agency

Menor andum of Under st andi ng.

On August 29, 2013, and after nuch
negoti ation and di scussion with the nine agency
menbers of the ROIT, the Departnent of Energy
rel eased a request for information that was
seeki ng public comment on a proposed || P process.
The process at that tinme contai ned four steps, had
a very different concept in terns of when it was
initiated and when things cane to close. 1In
response to that request for information, nmany of

the fol ks here today provided DOE wth comments.
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There were over 25 sets of comments that DCE used
to nodify revisions to the IIP so that you see
what is drafted.

Drafts of the IIP have al so been --
foll ow ng comments and i ncorporation of those
comments or thenmes of those coments into the rule
and a revised rule, there have been drafts of a
revi sed process that had been submtted to the
rapi d response team agencies for coments and
revision. So what you see in the Notice of
Proposed Rul emaking is indeed a negotiated rule
and one that has gone through several rounds of
I nt eragency comments. And we feel that we have
encapsul ated many, if not all, of the concerns
that we heard fromour agencies as well as
hopefully fromindustry, but we are | ooking
forward to hearing what you have today.

The February 2, 2016 NOPR i ncor porates
all of those comments. So if you had submtted a
coment to date, that has been incorporated into
t he deci si on nmaki ng and revi sion process for the
|1P. And carrying forward, we will formalize any
further coomments in the I[P process in a final
regul ati on hopefully.

The next slide. On the overall i1ntent,

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you know, kind of the thought, the thrust,

phi | osophi cal thrust behind the IIPs, that early
coordination with those permtting entities,
particularly Feds, states, nultistate agencies,
and tribes allows us to have early information
sharing. That early information sharing where you
can look at information gaps, identify issues of
concern that perhaps had not been identified
before, allow for a better collective idea of

pl anning for these transm ssion projects. So if
you' re thinking about these issues, or perhaps

I nformation that m ght be needed or permt
requirenents early on in planning, then the idea
woul d be that once the permt applications cone to
Federal entities for authorization that those
applications would be nore robust and nore

conpl ete, thereby naking necessary back and forth
that sonetinmes occurs in that process currently.
Wth having nore full applications, better
under st andi ng, better information up front rel ated
to a proposal, the idea would be that there would
be efficiencies in NEPA reviews. Having that full
I nformation up front, fol ks al ready understandi ng
and having an idea of the project, the project

context, rather than starting fromscratch, if you
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will. And then once we have sone of those
efficiencies and we realize those efficiencies in
NEPA revi ews t hrough coordi nati on and better

I nformati on we woul d see inprovenents in
permtting tines.

So that is the overall |arger, broader
context of the IIP. 1'mgoing to now hand this
off to Lynn Al exander to get into the specifics
and the nitty gritty of the Proposed Rule.

M5. ALEXANDER: Thanks, Julie. Hello,
my nane i s Lynn Al exander. The details of the IIP
are in the regul ations thenselves. As Julie
nmenti oned, the overall purpose of the IIPis to
eventually inprove permtting tinmes for
transm ssion projects. The key steps in the IIP
process are first that a project proponent wll
submt an initiation request to the Departnent of
Energy. That initiation request starts the entire
| | P process. The request would include a sunmmary
of the qualifying project, which is basically a
project description. It would include a
description of the affected environnental
resources and an i npact sunmary, naps, geospati al
I nformation, other data, and a summary of the

early identification of project issues. So as you
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can see before the || P process can begin, the
proj ect proponent, the devel oper, has to have a
fairly robust plan in place. This is sonething
that would occur fairly far into the devel opnent
process for a project, not at the very begi nning
and conceptual stages, but all right, here we've
got -- we're ready to go, but before permt
applications are submtted to Federal agencies or
state and tribal agenci es.

The second step in the II1P process after
the initiation request is submtted to DCE is that
DOE will evaluate the initiation request, inform
potentially affected Federal, state, and tri bal
agenci es that request has been received, and DOE
will provide all submtted information to both
Federal and non-Federal entities. DOE will then
coordinate an IIP initial neeting. There are two
nmeetings in the proposed process. At the initial
neeting agencies wll provide feedback to the
proj ect proponent on environnental concerns,
proj ect issues, data gaps, and/or m ssing
information for their permt applications.

The next step in the process is that DOE
wll record key issues, information gaps, and data

needs identified by Federal and non- Feder al

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entities inan IIP initial neeting summary
docunment that would be provided to the project
proponent.

The next step in the process is that
after the initial neeting and DOE sendi ng out a
summary of that neeting, if the project proponent
W shes they can continue the process by sending an
| | P process cl oseout neeting request to DOE. The
cl oseout neeting request would include updates to
any information supplied as part of the initiation
request and al so an indication of any changes made
to the project to the feedback received during the
initial I1P neeting. At the closeout neeting
agencies wll review updated summri es and data
and provide any additional feedback to the project
proponent on environnmental concerns, project
| ssues, data gaps, and/or mssing information that
woul d be expected before an application for
Federal authorization is submtted to a Federal
entity. So these two neetings and the
docunent ati on of those neetings back and forth are
really the neat of the Il P process, and this is
wher e coordi nati on between project proponents and
devel opers and the Federal, state, and tri bal

agencies will occur. And the point is when the
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devel oper is ready to submt their permt and
approval applications, those applications are as
robust and conpl ete as possible, and therefore
speed up the process for the permts to be issued.

At the process cl oseout neeting agencies
will review the information and | et the proponent
know of any additional data gaps or m ssing
I nformation. Then DOE wll record discussions of
key project issues, information gaps, and data
needs identified by Federal and non- Feder al
entities during the Il P process and prepare a
final Il P resources report. And so that final IIP
resources report wll summarize everything that's
been brought up so far in the Il P process. The
resources report includes a summry of project
I nformation, a sunmary of environnental resources
and potential inpacts, a summary of project and
st akehol der outreach, as well as an indication of
out st andi ng i ssues.

So that pretty nmuch closes out the IIP
process. DOE wll keep all information gathered
and submtted during the Il P process in an IIP
process admnistrative file which DOE wll give to
the potential NEPA | ead agency, Federal agency,

follow ng the subm ssion of Federal Authorization
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Applications. It's inportant to note that DOE
w Il keep that admnistrative file for a while,

but will not be keeping all of the information

I ndefinitely. Whatever Federal agency is selected
as the National Environnmental Policy Act (NEPA)

| ead agency, that agency is who woul d keep the

I nformation going forward after permt
appl i cations have been received.

Next 1'd Iike to go through, kind of
section by section a little bit, what is in the
regulation and in the regulatory text. Section
900.1 sinply states the purpose of the
regulations. Inportant parts of that include that
the Il P process occurs before any application or
request for authorization is submtted to Federal
agencies. So this would be kind of the first step
I n your interaction wth Federal agencies. This
part inproves the siting process by facilitating
the early subm ssion, conpilation and
docunent ati on of information needed for subsequent
coordi nated transparent environnental review of a
qual i fied project or approved other project by
Federal entities under NEPA follow ng the
subm ssion of an application or request for

aut horization. So the IIP process is not neant to
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suppl ant any ot her Federal permtting processes or
t he NEPA process. It is neant to coordinate prior
to those processes.

Applicability of the part. Section
900. 2 di scusses the applicability. The IIP
regul ations apply to qualifying projects -- and
we'll go over the definition of that in a second
-- and to other projects that are at the
di scretion of DOE's O fice of Electricity Delivery
& Energy Reliability. Again, the part does not
suppl ant but rather conplenents Federal entities'
pre-application procedures for a Federal
aut hori zation, and participation in the IIP
process does not guarantee issuance of any
requi red Federal authorization.

Section 900.3 of the regul ations
I ncl udes definitions. One of the nobst inportant
definitions in there is what is a qualifying
project. Since these regulations apply to
qual i fying projects we need to know what those
are. A qualifying project is a non-marine or
on-land high voltage electric transm ssion |ine of
230 kilovolts or above and its attendant
facilities, or other regionally or nationally

significant non-marine electric transm ssion |ines
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and their attendant facilities. So a non-marine
hi gh voltage electric transm ssion |ine in which:
first, all or part of the proposed electric
transm ssion line is used for the transm ssion of
el ectric energy in interstate commerce for sale at
whol esal e; and second, all or part of the proposed
el ectric transm ssion |ine crosses jurisdictions
adm ni stered by nore than one Federal entity, or
crosses jurisdictions by a single Federal entity
and is considered for Federal financial assistance
froma Federal entity. So these are for |arge
transm ssion |lines that cross state boundaries or
that sell electric energy across state boundaries
and that are on land, not marine, and either one
or nore Federal entities are involved in the
approval process of this transmssion line. So
sone things that qualifying projects do not

I ncl ude that you can read though |ater.

O her projects. Another definition
that's inportant is what other projects are. Sone
projects that don't neet the definition of
qual i fying project can use the |IIP process but
only if they apply to and are approved by the
Office of Electricity Delivery & Energy
Reliability first. And the process to do that is
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outlined in the regul ati ons.

A Federal entity, just for your
I nformation, is any Federal agency with
jurisdictional interests that may have an effect
on a proposed qualifying project and that is
responsi ble for issuing a Federal authorization
for the proposed qualifying project or attendant
facilities.

Section 900.3 of the regulations -- one
other inportant definition is the definition of
proj ect proponent. A project proponent is a
person or entity who initiates the Il P process in
anticipation of seeking Federal authorizations for
a qualifying project or other project.

So now we get to the fun part. Section
900.4 begins the Il P process description itself.
Paragraph (a) lists the -- it says that the IIP
process is intended for a project proponent who
has already identified study corridors or
potential routes wwthin a project area. So again
this is for projects that are further along in
t heir devel opnent process. The |IIP process is
optional and voluntary for the project proponents
to participate in. Paragraph (b) lists the

proj ect proponent electing to utilize the IIP
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process nmust submt an initiation request to DOE
to start the IIP process as we nentioned earlier.
Par agraphs (c), (d), and (f) describe howto
conplete portions of the initiation request.
Thr oughout the regul ations, especially in Section
900.4, you'll see page |limts for each portion of
the initiation request and ot her docunents that
need to be submtted to be DOE. There are page
limts listed. And also the timng is listed for
each part of the process. So, for exanple, wthin
15 cal endar days of receiving an initiation
request DOE will then notify by email all Federal
entities and non-Federal entities with an
aut horization that's potentially necessary to cite
the qualifying project.

The next step in the IIP process is
listed in paragraph (h), and that is within 30
cal endar days of receiving an initiation request
DOE shall notify the project proponent whet her
either: one, the initiation request neets all
requi rements or; two, the initiation request did
not neet all requirenents and how t he project
proponent may address any deficiencies. Once an
Initiation request has been conpl eted and DCE

notifies the proponent that the request neets all
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requi renents then DOE w || provide Federal and
non- Federal entities with access to all electronic
copies of the initiation request. So DCE

encour ages subm ssion of the initiation request by
proj ect proponents electronically to facilitate
sharing of that information with the Federal and
non- Federal entities that are involved in the

proj ect.

When it cones to submtting an
Initiation request it's also inportant to note
that if the project proponent has any busi ness
confidential itens or data in the request, that
busi ness confidential information should be marked
clearly as such. Just state on there business
confidential wherever it applies so that the
Federal and non-Federal entities know to keep that
I nformation confidential during the |I1P process.
|f itens are confidential but are not marked as
such, then the agencies don't know to keep it
confidential. And, again, Federal agencies wll
keep that information confidential during the IIP
process.

Paragraph (j) of Section 900.4 states
that DOE will hold the initial neeting with the

proj ect proponent and all Federal and non-Federal
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entities no |ater than 45 cal endar days after
notifying all parties that the initiation request
nmeets requirenents. After the initial neeting a
proj ect proponent using the || P process nust
submt a closeout neeting request, which is the
second neeting, to DOE to conplete the IIP
process. And that closeout neeting request should
be submtted to DOE no | ess than 45 cal endar days
after the initial neeting. And, finally, DOE w ||
hold the cl oseout neeting within 90 days of
receiving a closeout neeting request if such
request neets all regulatory requirenents.

So, as you can see, in the section by
section analysis, DOE has tried to |ist out sone
reasonable tinmefranes for all of these different
steps to occur. It takes a little bit of tinme to
organi ze and determ ne what agency shoul d be
I nvol ved for the initial nmeeting and to share all
the information, to organize a neeting. Just to
note, the IIP initial neeting should occur either
where the qualifying project is |ocated or in the
regi on where the qualifying project and its route
are | ocated. Al though there would be an in-person
neeti ng, sone agencies nmay not be able to

participate in person that are involved; however
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they woul d be participating via tel econference.

So the point is to include as many peopl e as
possi bl e and as many agenci es as possi bl e and make
It as easy as possible for everyone to participate
in the initial neeting especially, and al so the

cl oseout neeting.

Anot her part of the I P process is nore
on the Federal agency side. Section 900.5
di scussed the selection of a NEPA | ead agency.
The NEPA | ead agency decision wll occur in
consultation with the DOE and the Federal
entities. DOE and Federal entities w il
coordi nate the selection of a potential NEPA | ead
agency responsi ble for preparing an environnent al
revi ew docunent under NEPA for a proposed
qualifying project. And that NEPA | ead agency
decision will be nmade within 45 days of DOE
recei ving the closeout neeting request, and the
decision will then be shared with the project
proponent.

And, finally, Section 900.6 of the
proposed regul ati ons di scusses the || P process
admnistrative file. DOE will maintain all
I nformati on and docunents that were part of the

| | P process for future use in review ng any
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applications for required Federal authorizations
for the proposed qualifying project. And if
anyone has any input on how that process

adm nistrative file should be shared we wel cone
any feedback fromyou and | ook forward to hearing
what you all have to say.

Again, the information that was
col |l ected and devel oped during the Il P process is
for use in both the final NEPA docunent for a
project and al so any ot her Federal or non-Federal
entity decision nmaking processes related to the
proj ect.

One other thing to note is public
participation. W haven't nentioned that nuch so
far. The IIP process is neant to occur before
proj ect proponents submt applications to the
Federal governnent and therefore it is al so neant
to occur before Federal public participation
occurs. That neans that the Federal governnent
agencies will not be starting a formal public
partici pation process during this Il P process.
However, DOE does encourage the project proponents
to begin, and early and often start public
participation on a project on the private side.

So that kind of concludes the
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regul ations thensel ves and what has been proposed
to date. And we're going to go back to Julie for
a di scussion on what the next steps are in the
Noti ce of Proposed Rul enaki ng process.

M5. SM TH. Thank you. Hell o again.
The proposed rule is out and is avail able for
public coment through April 4, 2016. DOE w |
consi der your comments and | ate comments, to the
extent practicable, that they are submtted.
After the public comment period we wll
consol i date these comments, review the coments,
and develop a final rule, make revisions. W wll
be developing that final rule in coordination with
our rapid response teamfor transm ssion agencies,
as we have done throughout with this process.
Al so once that process rule has been finalized we
wi Il coordi nate devel opnent of inplenentation
tools that would be used. There are nentions of a
checkli st perhaps to hel p project proponents when
they are putting together their initiation neeting
requests and the materials that are requested for
the Il P process in order for that to be initiated
and coordinated by DOE. And we are al so
conti nui ng our progress on other conplenentary

tools such as the rapid tool kit, which has been
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applied to the state nenbers of the Wstern
Governors Associ ation and we are extendi ng that
work and that tool to covering nenber states of
the M dwest Governors Association. So those

el ectronic tools wll also be out there and wll
be continuing to be devel oped. And to nention, as
Lynn rightly nentioned, that while we would be
focusing neetings in the area or region where a
particul ar project may be proposed, that we would
be providing electronic access. Not only

tel econferencing, but also to the IIP files and we
woul d be intending on using the MAX system OWB's
MAX system as the platformfor sharing that

I nformati on and the interagency tools there.

So basically we'll be accepting comments
fromApril 4, we'll be developing a final rule,
and then we will be devel opi ng those

I npl ementation tools and materials, guidance
pi eces, based on that rule with our rapid response
t eam agency nenbers. And we are |ooking forward
to your input on this rule.

So now that we are at this point are
there any questions? |'msure there are questions
for the rule or comments on the rule, but are

there any questions related to the presentation or

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meant to happen before submtting any permt
applications or approval applications to the
Federal governnent. And that can al so conme before
applications to state or |ocal governnents as
wel | .

M5. SMTH:. R ght. QOoviously
under st andi ng that many of the states are deciding
authorities, the states are the deciding
authorities when it cones to transm ssion |ines,

It may be that your timng of permtting

aut hori zation requests is either to states, either
It goes before the Federal process, or vice versa,
or at the tine sane. So we recognize that there
may be a timng issue, but there are no
requirenents related to that timng issue in order
to request involvenent in the Il P and be
consi der ed.

M5. ALEXANDER: It's just neant to
happen before Federal applications.

M5. SMTH:. Correct. Yes. Ildeally it
woul d be that the environnental review could
happen sinul taneously, but again that works out in
sonme states and it doesn't work out in others.

MR SMTH. Ckay. Seeing no additional

guestions we're going to un-nute all of the phone
